Promoters May Have Found 
Way to Avoid. ! 


Weid tales are wafted from San 
Diego that fight fans and some of the 
promoters, with thé possible assist- 
ance of bullfight managers, have con- 
ceived a plan to pull off finish battles 
in Lower California. | 

The laws of Mexico prohibit prize 
fights, but it is said that the promoters 
have found a way to get around the 
statutes. It is proposed to take out a 
license to conduct some kind of a show 
thus securing the authority to pull off 
a bout. Then it is proposed to have 
the promoters arrested, after the fight 
is concluded, when they are to plead 


guilty and pay à fine. : 
It is said that the license will cost 
the promoters $700, and that the 
amount of the fine for each occasion 
likely wil be $300, thus entailing an ini- 
tial expense of $1000. However, it is 
figured that the big fights may result 
in toosting the country, a la Nevada, 
and it is believed the officials will be 
satisfied with the plan as proposed. 
Los Angeles sports have investigated 
the status of the Mexican law in times 
past, when boxing was threatened with 
prohibition in the State of California, 
but they found the statutes of Baja 
California too strong for ordinary 
methods of proceedure. The present 
plan is vague, but those who are in- 
terested believe they can pull out safe- 
ly if they conduct a clean game.

Return of Hamilton ‘After 
Tears Away. 


a 


Many Relatives, but Cannot 
~~ Find Them Now. 


Curious Searching by This 
Native Son. 


Returning to California after nearly 
a quarter of a century, surrounded by 
relatives-—-even brothers and sisters, 
some of whom he has never seen— 
James R. Hamilton, a publisher of — 
zles and now a chef in the Alexandria 
Hotel, is practicaily a stranger in a 
strange land. 

But there is one difference. When 
he left home at 17 years of age with 


‘blessing he went alone, but he has 
just returned bringing with him six 
other Hamiltons, including Mrs. Ham- 
Uton and three sturdy boys and two 
pretty daughters. Their home is at 
No. 4507 Compton. avenue. 

Born on the shores of Honey Lake 
near Mt. Shasta in Lassen . county, 
February 28, 1867, Hamilton was 
brought up in the wilderness of North- 
ern California where deer and griz- 
zlies still wander, the lords over miles 
of rogdiess forests and mountains. 

Later the family moved to Chico and 
young Hamilton had his first experi- 
ence of a backwoods school. His father 
had come across the plains im 1853 and 
being of that 
party wiped out at the Meadow Valley 
massacre. But he took the northern 
route and is still alive and hearty with 
a new family of children growing up 
about him. 

In 1882 the mother of Hamiiton died 
and soon afterward his father married 
again, this time a first cousin of his 
first wife's. “That makes my  step- 
mother my second cousin,” said Mr. 
Hamilton last evening. 

CALL OF THE EAST. 

In spite of this fact, however, young 
Hamilton was restless at home and 
wanted to get av. Sensibly his 
father prevented a more sudden de- 
parture by consenting that his son see 
the world before settling down. So one

Brought Home by Passengers on the 
Ohio Are infested With Parasites 
by 
Horticultural Commission. 


Still another tale of woe has its foun- 
dation in the return of the “good” ship 
Ohio from Honolulu to the port of San 
Pedro, last Sunday. The fact has not 
been generally known, but many lives 
were lost right in the harbor of San 
Pedro—lives deliberately’ sacrificed by 
being cast overboard. ; 

This was officially admitted yester- 
day by the members. of the County 
Horticultural Commission—for the lives 
of “green growing things” fell under 
condemnation and suffered the death 
of strangulation in ocean's depths. 

When the time came for sailing from 
the Hawalian Islands there was a hur- 
rying of Angelenos to gather in plants 
of rare species, beautiful ferns, strange 
and beautifully-colored coleus and cro- 
tons, odd varieties of palms, etc., un- 
ti] the, Ohio, in certain sections, resem- 
bled a tropical greenhouse. 

By courtesy of the managers of the 
expedition every passenger was allowed 
to bring a certain amount this sort 
of dunnage“ aboard, and was given 
the privilege of placing in the hold one 
erate of pine apples. It was a privilege 
duly prized and the collection of plun- 
der was something to wonder, at. It 
may be recalled that teroom space 
was at something of a premium on the 
Ohio, but, despite this fact, it is said, 
that some of he lady passengers so 
prized their acquisitions of Hawaiian 
plants that they actually shared their 
berths with the things in order to get 
them safely home. 

But while the ship tay in the harbor 
of San Pedrogand the health officer was 
examining the passengers, certain oth- 
er. Officials were busy in the green- 

ouse section, and their ultimatum 
caused dismay. 

Fiorida red scale, purple scale, mealy 
bug, chionaspas, and various other 
parasites were found in the shipments. 
Some of these pests ha“ never before 
reached California. Their introduction 
would mean the loss of many thous- 
ands of dollars to the horticulturists of 
the State. So the edict went ‘forth: 
“Every parasite-infected plant or tree 
must be cast oVerboard.” 
Superintendent of the State Insectary 
E. K. Carnes, and Messrs. Jeffrey. 
Meserve and Strong, of the County 
Horticultural Commission, composed 
the inspecting party. At first there 
was an inclination on the part of some 
of the passengers to protest but the 
people of Southern California have 
hed such a course of education in the 
harmful possibilities of parasites that 
it needed only a moment's thought to 
let the better judgment of the passen- 
gers prevail.

There is less 
benefit derived from the use of money 
in hiring brass bands and paying for 
torchlight processions; but such a use 
of money is not illegal, nor morally 


The cry of “the power” is 
insincere and foolish. Some years. 
years ago, when that distinguished 
patriot and statesman, John R. Me- 
Lean of the Cincirnati Enquirer, was 
running for Governor of Ohio and 
beaten, he raised this inane cry of be- 
ing beaten by money. If Mr. McLean 
was defeated by the use of money in 
Ohio, the sum spent was probably 
quite colossal. The gentleman is a 
millionaire in his own right, and was 
backed in his political ambitions at 
all times by many men of vast wealth. 
Many of them have never been held 
up to the public as shining examples 
of scrupulousness in their methods of 
conducting political campaigns or 
winning political victories. Mr. Mc- 
Lean is reputed an unusually liberal 
dispenser of coin whenever he has 
been interested in politics, particu- 
larly if that interest was personal. 

As to the sources from which money 
for campaign purposes comes, there 
is as little reason, as little sense, in 
raising an outcry about it as there is 
about the spending of the money. Of 
course, where those in control of 
great corporations have taken money 
belonging to the whole body of stock- 
holders and made contributions of 
that, the proceeding was illegal. The 
persons who have contributed money 
in this way have attempted to justify 
it on the ground that the money was 
spent for the benefit of the stock- 
holders. In many instances, directors 
in. large corporations were formally 
authorized to use specific sums of 
money, according to their own judg- 
ment, whenever necessary to protect 
the interests of the institutions. In 
this case, such a contribution would 
not be illegal. It may be unwise and 
dangerous. It puts in the way the 
grave temptation to use such funds 
in corrupting legislative bodies, or 
perhaps in buying judicial decisions. 
But here again the person is in the 
political kindergarten, or at least is 
very poorly informed, who sits up at-
